Cape Nome is situated « the northwest coust of Alaska,

American continent, which is there separated from Asia by 
the strip of water, only sixty miles wide, known as Behring 
Strait.

more than that to Klondiké by way of the passes; but nearer 
by sixteen hundred to seventeen hundred than by the rivet
